CARACAS— Plague and Yellow Fever. 



Chargl 'd'Affaires Whitehouse reported March 18 to the Depart- 
ment or State the occurrence of 3 cases of yellow fever at Caracas 
from February 15 to March 4 and 3 cases from March 4 to 11. 

On April .8 the American consul general reported a case of plague 
at Caracas. 

ZANZIBAR. 
ZANZIBAR— Smallpox— Examination of Rats. 

Consul Weddell reports March 4: 

From February 6 to 20 there were reported 3 new cases of smallpox, 
with 1 death. The total number or cases of smallpox reported 
from June 8 to February 26 was 260, with 141 deaths. The total 
number of persons vaccinated during the same period was 36,340. 

During the three weeks ended February 28 there were examined 
fbr plague infection 2,272 rats. No plague-infected rats were found.
